TOWN  MATTERS. -MONTCLAIR 

An  unnsual  agitation  is  manifest  in  onr 
village  as  the  annual  town  election  ap¬ 
proaches.  The  prospect  is  that  there  will 
In)  two  tickets  at  least  and  possibly  a  good 
deal  of  scratching  on  election  day. 

The  croakers  and  fault-finders  are  at 
tiieir  bootless  task  of  endeavoring  to  sour 
t^e  minds  of  voters  against  those  fellow- 
utizent  who  hare  served  tbe  town  in  of 
lice.  Taxes  have  been  pretty  heavy — road 
expenses  have  been  heavy.  But  these 
burdens  have  been  occasioned  by  laws 
which  oar  town  officers  have  bad  no  hand 
In  making,  or  in  consequence  of  appropri¬ 
ations  which  the  people  themselves  voted. 
Fault  has  been  found  with  the  Town  Com¬ 
mittee.  Perhaps  they  have  not  bees  as 
wise  as  they  should  have  been  ;  but  they 
hare  learned  by  experience,  and  we  shall 
probably  find,  if  we  displace  them  and 
put  in  a  new  committee,  that  it  will  take 
new  officers  one  term  to  learn  how  beat  to 
<to  their  duties.  We  should  undoubtedly 
have  our  best  men,  if  we  can  get  them  to 
serve  in  office  ;  and  they  should  be  kept  in 
office  long  enough  to  give  us  all  tbe  ad¬ 
vantage  of  their  experience. 

Party  politica  no  need  to  have  anything 
to  do  with  our  local  affairs,  and  it  should 
not.  Let  it  be  ignored  entirely  by  nomin¬ 
ating  committees, and  by  votera.aud  then  by 
Hie  officers  elect.  Tbe  respective  political 
parties  may  desire  to  keep  up  their  diatinc 
live  organisations  and  it  is  well  that  they 
should.  But  in  considering  tbs  merits  of 
men  for  to wn  offleere,  their  personal  charar 
tors  and  their  special  capacities  and  fltnew 
lire  the  only  questions  which  deserve  sny 
;  ttention.  It  seems  to  us  that  their  party 
affiliations  no  need  to  be  thought  of  or 
named. 

And  now  since  thsre  will  be  several  can 
-lidates  for  some  one  or  all  of  the  different 
offices,  wa  would  earnestly  advise  each 
voter  to  weigh  well  .ha  matter  of  qualifies 
tion  and  character  and  choose  the  Tery 
bast  man  ha  finds  among  the  candidates 
uad  vote  tor  him  and  ask  others  to  do  the 
same. 

The  “  Citizens”  ticket  haa  some  good 
names  on  it,  and  we  understood  that  tho 
Republican  caucus,  which  was  to  be  held 
on  Friday  avaaing,  was  determined  to  put 
forth  none  bot  the  beat  men— man  known 
and  raapiotel  for  their  wisdom,  probity, 
knowledge  of  town  matters  and  capacity 
for  attending  to  them  —men  who  realise  the 
Importance  of  curtailing  expenses  and 
keeping  the  taxes  down  to  the  lowest  possi .

TEACHERS’  INSTITUTE. 

at  nLooisrtaij}  Manus  31  to  arniL  8. 

Opened  at  10  a.  m.  Tuesday  with  pre¬ 
liminary  exercisea  and  addreas  of  tbe 
County  Superintendent  Du  via. 

He  made  reference  to  the  subjecta  which 
would  be  discusaed  during  the  seaaion. 
He  deprecated  the  deflcency  of  teachers, 
which  Is  found  to  be  greater  and  more  gen- 
er»l  in  orthography  and  reading  especially 
than  in  any  other  branches.  He  deeoanted 
very  appropriately  upon  the  character  of 
the  teacher's  profession  and  compared  the 
past  poor  qualifications  of  public  school 
teachers  with  the  present  advanced  compe¬ 
tency  of  teacher*  generally.  The  same 
mar  also  be  said  of  the  improvement  in 
the  hoards  of  trustee*. 

He  referred  to  tbe  remunerative  value  of 
the  teacher's  vocation  as  comparing  favor¬ 
ably  with  other*.  He  also  referred  to  tbe 
proper  qualifientiona  of  teachers,  of  course 
*ory  briefly  though  comprehensively. 
Knowledge  is  the  first  requisite  —  knowl¬ 
edge  of  himself  and  of  hi*  pupil.  Second, 
love  of  children  is  indispenaible.  Third, 
discipline  is  important. 

In  conclusion  the  county  superintendent 
made  a  touching  allusion  to  the  late  Mias 
Brown  of  Montclair  whose  death  had 
afflicted  the  whole  fraternity  in  this  coun¬ 
ty- 

This  was  followed  by  an  address  ot  Mr. 
Geo.  B.  Sears  superintendent  of  schorl*  in 
Newark,  on  ■•Objective  Teaching.”  Tho 
distinction  between  object  teaching  and 
objective  teaching  was  alluded  to,  bat  the 
nature  of  object  teaching  which  was  ampli¬ 
fied  and  illustrated  very  fitly,  formed  the 
burden  of  the  address.  He  thought  this 
method  of  teaching  may  be  applied  to  all 
subjects  of  instruction  and  all  department* 
of  knowledge.  He  showed  that  the  un¬ 
derstanding  ot  even  abstract  and  sentimen¬ 
tal  subject*  inuy  be  greatly  facilitated  by 
applying  this, method  of  teaching  by  mate¬ 
rial  objects  Jllc  thinks  tho  greatest  v  ilue 
of  this  will  be  found  when  it  leads 

to  objective  teaching. 

Miscellaneous  Business  followed,  in 
which  Mr.  Barringer  ot  Newark,  made 
some  very  plain,  but  excellent  remarks  in 
endorsiuent  of  Mr.  Davis'  allusion  to  the 
complaining  spirit  sometimes  indulged  by 
teachers  that  they  are  not  sufficiently  ap¬ 
preciated  nor  their  profession  rightly  esti¬ 
mated  by  the  community. 

In  the  afternoon  the  State  superintendent 
of  school*  occupied  most  of  the  time  in  s 
very  interesting  and  lucid  lecture  on  Math¬ 
ematical  Geography — illustrated  by  appar¬ 
atus  and  impromptu  drawing*. 

In  the  evening  a  large  audience  listened 
to  an  extemporaneous  lecture  on  “Ednca 
tion  in  Germany,”  by  Rev.  Dr.  G.  C.  Seib¬ 
ert,  Professor  in  the  German  Theological 
Institute  at  Bloomfleld  The  Professor 
was  perfectly  at  home  and  aufait  in  his 
subject  and  succeeded  in  delighting  and 
informing  his  audience. 

The  exercises  on  Wednesday  were  first, 
on  the  differences  between  8olar,  Stellar, 
Lunar  and  clock  time  by  Superintendent 
Apgar,  who  completely  removed  all  obscur¬ 
ity  and  difficulty  from  a  proper  under¬ 
standing  of  this  rather  intric  tie  subject 
Second.  *n  Addre  s  by  Wm.  P.  Lyon  on 
the  ’’Underlying  Principle*  in  Education,” 
which  was  well  received.  Third,  A  proc 
tics!  Lecturr  on  ’'Vocal  Gymnastics”  by 
Mis*  Laura  A.  Vail,  whose  super. or  in  her 
chosen  profession,  we  have  never  .net. 
She  is  certainly  our  beau  ideal  of  a  lectur¬ 
er. 

The  County  Superintendent  had  charge 
and  conduct  of  this  Institute,  in  which 
his  experience,  tact  and  efficiency  rendered 
it  pleasing  as  well  as  profitable  to  the 
teachers,  and  highly  creaitable  to  himself. 
By  the  way,  we  have  never,  wc  think,  seen 
a  finer  gatheri  ng  of  teachers  than  were  here 
assembled.  Essex  County  has  reason  to 
tie  proud  of  them. 

Ve  hope  to  give  further  report  of  this 
important  occasion  next  week.

extend  the  time  on  dark  nights.

can  boast  of  such  a  happy  bleed¬ 
ing  of  harmony.  Theri  la  too  of  a  surfeit 
of  the  one  and  but  a  partial  development 
of  the  other.  Wher*  Nature  has  don« 
much  to  contribute  to  our  enjoyment, 
Art  should  not  be  miserly  In  her  laviah- 
ment-1.  And  in  this  I  do  not  refer  so  much 
to  what  might  be  termed  elaborate  display 
as  tbe  abeolute  requirement*  of  the  people. 
Architectural  symmetry  and  other  eviden 
cee  of  enterprise  and  thrift  may  have  their 
attractiveness  very  much  marred  simply  by 
a  neglect  to  complete  the  programme  of  ab¬ 
solute  essentials,  “One  thing  lackest  thou” 
said  our  Saviour  to  tbe  model  young  man, 
and  in  thia  “lacking”  he  doubtlessly,  l oat 
hi* eternal  salvation.  Onr  village,  plurai- 
ly  speaking,  la  even  a  greater  tinner,  for 
we  lack  ttee  thing*,  at  least ;  first,  lighted 
street*,  ami  secondly,  navigable  sidewalks 
in  Aet  weather.  It  may  be  answered  that 
we  are  not  incorporated  and  hence  are 
without  the  ordinary  means  of  securing 
such  advantages.  But  lamps,  oil  and 
plank,  are  not  necessarily,  under  control  of 
such  incorporation*  only.  They  are  acces¬ 
sible  to  private  individuals,  and  tbe  coet 
of  them  bear*  an  infiuitcamal  proportion  to 
the  benefit  conferred  ou  those  who  patron¬ 
ise  them.  Lighted  streets  have  become  an 
abaolnte  necessity  in  country  Tilings  and 
its  a  matter  of  dollars  and  cent*  a  judicious 
investment  in  them  will  pay.  Every  own¬ 
er  of  a  house,  at  a  trifling  expense,  can  in 
this  way,  oontribu'e  not  only  to  the  oheer- 
fulneaanf  bis  own  residence  but  to  tbe  at¬ 
tractiveness  of  hia  entire  surroundings,  and 
In  thia  way.  anhanca  tha  value  of  his  pos¬ 
sessions.  I  am  told  that  the  oostof  a  suit¬ 
able  street-lamp,  putting  np  and  all,  ts 
I >ut  six  or  seven  dollar*,  and  of  course,  the 
expense  of  lighting^he  some  is  but  a  trifle 
per  night. 

In  the  matter  of  aide  walks  the  remedy  is 
equally  simple  and  cheap—  two  hemlock 
planks  nailed  on  cleats  and  placed  on  (id* 
walks  would  confer  *n  incalculable  advan¬ 
tage  to  all.  Will  our  enterprising  citixens 
reflect  upon  this  matter  and  give  to  it  some 
practical  action?  Jonathan  Provost,  Esq  , 
is  just  the  man  to  make  a  move  for  the  ac¬ 
complishment  of  this  object.
